$18,010.01 in 1961 and $22,692.37 in 1962.

CLERK OF THE SUPERIOR COURT 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of Court 
of Cheshire County were examined. Court receipts were 
checked by source, insofar as possible, and found to be prop- 
erly recorded. Court orders issued by the Clerk were sup- 
ported by invoices, vouchers and payrolls bearing the approval 
of a Superior Court Justice. 


COUNTY FARM 


The accounts and records of the Superintendent of the 
County Farm were examined. Receipts of the County Farm 
were checked by source through the triplicate receipt forms, 
All receipts, as recorded in the cash book, were properly ac- 
counted for by the Superintendent through remittances to the 
County Treasurer. 

Classified summary statements of the receipts and ex- 
penditures of the County Institutions for the years 1961 and 
1962 are presented in Exhibits I-1 and I[-2.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners we hereby sub- 
mit our annual report for the year ending December 31, 1963, 
for the Maplewood Hospital and Home. 


Conditions and things beyond the control of a well plotted 
course have a way of happening, as you gentlemen are well 
aware. For example, the first thing was the collapse of our 
gravel packed well, which necessitated the installation of a 
new one at considerable expense. At this time I wish to thank 
you for the foresight in the reclaiming of our old rock well by 
the reservoir. There being no record of its depth we were 
pleased to find it to be around one hundred and ninety feet 
deep. With the installation of a deep well pump it is able to 
furnish seventy gallons per minute, so that now with two good 
wells located at either end of our water main in the event of 
an unlooked for breakdown in either one, we now have good 
protection. 


The second unlooked for event was the high wind and 
storm. That took about eight square of shingle from the dairy 
barn, at the same time spoiling between eight and ten tons 
of baled hay. The fact was that by doing this work (reshingl- 
ing) ourselves we were able to save a considerable amount of 
money, but some of the major repairs we had planned will have 
to be carried over for another year, simply conditions beyond 
our control. 


Our dairy herd experienced some breeding difficulties this 
past year, coupled with some personnel problems, all of which 
I am happy to report are being corrected. 


Our hens are not only supplying the institution with 
ample eggs but are doing well in the repayment of their orig- 
inal cost. 


Of course, we were victims of the drought that plagued 
this area the past summer. Our ensilage was off about a third, 
and hay the same, but with our carry over of hay it poses no 
problem. We did have to dig a new well at the No. 3 cottage 
and by going further up the hill located a good vein of water. 
All this being done in the driest time, we hope that with the 
excellent recovery of the new well it will prove ample. 


Our vegetable garden did just fine with Mr. Miller’ care, 
also with the help of our irrigation system, providing the in- 
stitution with plenty of fresh vegetables and an ample amount 
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to freeze. While our potatoes were down, there should be 
ample for our needs. 


It certainly is heartwarming to have as many visitors as 
we have had this past year, not only in visiting the patients 
in the hospital unit, but by people of the county wishing to 
acquaint themselves with the facilities and the workings of 
the institution. 


Both Mrs. McGirr and I wish to thank you, the Com- 
missioners, and the County Delegation for your help in making 
this past year a successful one. 


We wish to thank the clergy of all faiths for their spiritual 
care; our medical staff, Dr. O'Connor, Dr. Buttrick, Dr. Mur- 
ray Jr., and Dr. Grimes; also our hospital staff for their care 
of our patients; the many organizations, Girls Scouts, who 
made Christmas such a happy one; also those who throughout 
the year visited the institution. 


To the personnel at the Court House, Sheriff Walker and 
his department, the County Attorney, Mr. Zimmerman, also 
Mr. Contas, Clerk of Superior Court; to the personnel of the 
institution, Mrs. MceGirr joins me in being sincerely thankful 
for their support and cooperation.

REPORT OF THE COUNTY ATTORNEY 


To the Honorable County Commissioners for the County of 
Cheshire: 


I hereby submit my annual report as County Attorney for 
the County of Cheshire for the calendar year 1963. 


Included herein is a list of all cases disposed of in the 
Superior Court during 1963. This list is broken down between 
felonies and misdemeanors, the latter being cases on appeal to 
the Superior Court from convictions in the various Municipal 
Court of the County. 


In addition to the listed cases disposed of in the Superior 
Court, I prosecuted many misdemeanor eases in the Municipal 
Courts of the County and also appeared in these Courts in 
numerous cases for hearings on probable cause where a felony 
charge was involved. I have also appeared in several Juvenile 
Court proceedings and have given advice and assistance to the 
State Police, local police departments, the Sheriff’s Office, 
State Welfare Department, the Fish and Game Department 
and the County Commissioners as requested. 


I have prepared and filed in the Superior Court petitions 
under the Uniform Reciprocal Enforcement of Support Act 
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as requested in order to obtain support orders against hus- 
bands and fathers who have moved to other states and were 
neglecting their obligation to support their families in Cheshire 
County. I have also represented the State in the Superior Court 
in all such petitions received from other states during the 
year. 


The petition brought by the Town of Hinsdale against 
Cheshire County and Southwestern New Hampshire Fire Dis- 
trict Mutual Aid System to determine whether the system is 
a valid public municipal corporation remained on the court 
docket during the year. I have consulted with the County 
Commissioners and Mr. Callahan of the system from time to 
to time in connection with this case. I have additionally kept 
in touch with Attorney Richard Upton of Concord, the Attor- 
ney for the system, in order to coordinate our defense. It is 
anticipated that this case will be disposed of in the Superior 
Court during the January Term, 1964.

Several more Towns have added radios to 
the Sheriff's frequency, some of the Towns now having two 
radios on the system, thus enabling these Towns to have the 
advantage of this twenty-four hours service. Receivers have 
been installed with other Departments so that communication 
is established with many of the Vermont communities which 
border New Hampshire. Due to the increase in crime in the 
past years fast communications between Departments is es- 
sential. These facilities provide law enforcement officers in the 
area with immediate information regarding crimes committed 
and aid in apprehension of criminals.

FIRE MUTUAL AID SYSTEM 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners and the Voters 
of Cheshire County: 


I herewith submit my report for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1963. 


It is with a great deal of satisfaction that we note the 
continuing acceptance of our Dispatch Center as a control 
point equipped to handle all types of emergencies. 


We are aware, however, that our Center is new and many 
improvements in our operation are planned to enable us to 
better serve the people of the area. 


As part of their daily duties, Our Dispatchers record on 
log sheets all radio messages. During 1963 we recorded a total 
of 15,799 fire transmissions and 14,482 police transmissions. 
Our Association of fifty fire companies now have a radio net- 
work of 178 units, the sheriff’s and Town Police have 23 units. 
A considerable increase of police units is expected following 
Town Meetings. 
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Our Dispatchers handled approximately 30,000 phone calls 
during the year. Over 400 calls were handled during one eight 
hour shift during the dry period on October. 


During the year we received 73 calls for assistance at 
fires, 437 pieces of fire apparatus were dispatched to fulfill 
these requests. We had 38 requests from adjoining Fire Mutual 
Aid groups and on one oceasion received aid from an adjoining 
system. 


The Dispatch Center is currently handling the fire calls 
for 26 Departments and sounding the alarms for these Depart- 
ments with the Radio Tone system. This service is also ex- 
pected to expand following Town Meetings. This Tone System, 
installed for those Towns desiring this service, results in a 
savings in Telephone costs and greatly increases the efficiency 
of the Control Center to quickly dispatch the nearest equip- 
ment plus assisting equipment, if necessary, to the fire scene 
as the dispatcher receives the initial call, he has the location 
of the fire and a description of the extent of the fire. Out of 
County Towns participating in the Tone network are assessed 
on an equal basis with County Towns and this income is 
deposited with the County Treasurer. 


- Working in cooperation with the Meadowood Fire De- 
partment, a complete auxiliary Control Center has been 
equipped at that station. In the event of a failure or break- 
down of equipment at the Control Center or at the Mountain 
Top Transmitters, The Dispatchers will be moved to this 
auxiliary Center. Duplicate Radio Transmitters, Tone encoders 
telephone communications have been installed by Meadowood 
to provide us with this auxiliary center. The radio room is 
isolated from the apparatus floors and is equipped with auxil- 
lary power and heat. 


The County Commissioners purchased a_ stationwagon 
through the N.H. Civil Defense Agency surplus for use of the 
Coordinator at a purchase price of $35.00. This unit has also 
been equipped with a tone encoder for the sounding of fire 
alarms to be used during emergencies. 


We recently received a Master Alarm Panel for the receipt 
of alarms activated by sprinklers, malfunction of boilers, 
valve supervisory, and other supervisory services. Alarm ac- 
tivating devises will be installed in those industries and busi- 
ness establishments desiring this servce as soon as possible. A 
charge will be made for this supervisory service and all 
income will be returned to the County to help reduce our ap- 
propriation, | | 
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We initiated our plans for fire training with a school held 
at the Meadowood Fire Training area in July, The subject was 
flammable fluids covering mobile and fixed liquid tank fires. 
This school was held in cooperation with the Meadowood Fire 
department and the Major Oil Co’s. We are most grateful to 
the Major Oil people who supplied the instructors, Mr. Miles 
Woodworth of the N.F.P.A. who directed the school and to Mr. 
John O’Neil and the Cheshire County Fuel Oil Dealers who 
donated the props and the fuel consumed. 


The year 1963 brought forth the birth of the “TRUMPET” 
a newsletter which will be published quartely and is mailed 
to every fireman in the system, Town police, Town officials. 
This newsletter is a wonderful medium of communication and 
will carry news items, training aids,'and other valuable in- 
formation. It will be supported by a minimum of advertizing. 


A committee has been appointed in cooperation with the 
N.H. Civil Defense Agency, to study and establish a plan to 
coordinate all the area emergency services in the event of a 
natural disaster. This is another field in which our Dispatch 
Center and Fire Mutual Aid System can play a major part in 
the protection of the people and property of the area. 


The month of October, 1963 produced a near record 
draught and fire danger period. 128 brush fires were reported, 
of these four burned a total of 95 acres, the balance of 124 fires 
were held to an average of .3 acres per fire, a remarkable re- 
cord. It seems reasonable to believe our Dispatch Center and 
radio network contributed greatly to the containment of these 
fires. The savings in buildings and property throughout the 
year as a result of the Dispatch Center is almost impossible to 
tabulate, however, it is a certainty that without the center 
the loss in taxable property would have been a great deal 
larger. 


An expression of gratitude is most certainly due the people 
who have contributed so much to our progress this year; 
The County Commissioners and their office staff, Sheriff 
Frank Walker, Chief Walter Messer, Chief Donald Holbrook, 
our dispatchers, Mr. Charles Larsen and for the splendid team- 
work, spirit and cooperation of all the members of the Fire 
and Police Departments.
